SCHOOL REPORT. | 


The sum of six hunlred and forty one dollars and fifty 
cents has been apportioned equally to the several Districts 
in this town, for school purposes. 3 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The first term of this school was taught by Miss W. L. 
Southard. Length of term nine weeks. This was a quiet 
school, with fair-improvement. The second term of this 
school was. taught by Miss Clara J. Johnson, length 13 | 
weeks. This was a well ordered, profitable school, with 
marked improvement in all studies, especially in reading, 
which was excellent. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. ; 


The school in this district commenced with Miss Amy 
Taylor as teacher. The sickness of Miss Taylor, closed the 
school in a few days. The next teacher employed was Miss 
Clara L. Webster, who continued nineteen weeks to the 
close. Miss W. has had little experience in teaching but 
the closing examination showed that the teacher was there, 
which opportunity would develop. The reading was good, 
as were the recitations, and singing, with good discipline. 
The withdrawal of more than one third of this school, just 
before its close, to attend the winter term at the Academy, 
seemed an injustice to the teacher, and told on the closing 
exercises of the school.

DISTRICT NO. 3. 


“The first term of six weeks was in charge of Miss Anna 
L. Noyes... The term was short, and not much improve- 
ment conld be expected in so short a time. 

The second term of ten and four-fifths weeks was taught 
by Miss Mary 5. Sawyer. Miss 8S. labored faithiully to ad- | 
vance this school, and it was for no lack of interest on the 


‘part of the teacher, that it did not show better at its close. 


Lazy, idie habits, with want of respect characterizes this 
schoo! with few exceptions. I must earnestly suggest that a 
male teacher be employed in this district for at least two 
years. ; 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Both Ms of this school were in char ge of Miss Ella E. 
Webster. Sickness prevented me from being present at the 
close; but my previous visits satisfied me that ‘good pro. 
gress has been made. The failure of the teacher to :eturn 
her Register* precluded further remarks. 


DISTRICT NO. 5 


The first term of nine weeks of this school was in charge 
of Miss M. Phenie Eastman. _This was a model school. 
Miss E. has all the requisites of a good teacher ; and I most 
cheerfully commend heras such ; believing any School for- 
tunate in securing her services. 

The second term of ten and one-half weeks was taught by 
Mrs. Belle M. Vittum. Being unable to visit this school at 
its close,-I cannot speak from personal knowledge ; but from 
the fact that no complaint has ever come to me, J feel war- 


, 


ranted in reporting it as a quiet progressive school.

In the opinion of your committee we have too many read- 
ing classes. In one school of seven. scholors, I find five 
classes in reading. Uniformity of books is also desirable. I 
would suggest three books should be the Primer, First, 
Second, and Fourth Readers, with the Testament for a 
morning exercise. The Fifth Reader is too hard, and the 
Third unnecessaly. Easy lessons should ke selected by the 


teacher, which would interest and instiuct the scholars. ~ 


Much time is wasted in reading essays on dark scientific 
subjects, wholly beyond the comprehension of teacher or 
scholars. Practical questions should be given daily to the 
school, involving. the principles of the studies pursued. 
How many scholors who have mastered and completed the 
book called Arithmetic, that would be troubled to tell you 
how high wood should be piled on a cart eight feet long and 
three feet seven inches wide tc make a half cord? 


The world is too hurried to tolerate prolixity; therefore 
let me urge upon you the necessity of more thought on the © 
question, what shall be done for the Public Schools ?
